ALMOST A RIOT IN CHICAGO. 


Ilryanltc* Parade the Btrctito 
Crying 


"Fraud"-Joiien Be*pon«lble. 


Chloago, Nov. 5.—One thousand or 


more angry Bryanitcs assembled last 
night on Michigan avonuo In front of the 
Auditorium Annex, in which National 
Domooiatlo headquarters MO situated and 
shouted that Bryan wan elected and must 
be declared no. The orimo of 1876 must 
not be repoated.yellenl tho crowd, and this 
sentiment wa* cheered as tho men waved 
flag* and Bryan's picture In the air. A 
call was Rent to tbn police department, 
and patrol wagons hurried to tho scene. 
Tho men, however, attempted no violence. 
They wore ordered to disperse, but Instead 
of doing this they Died off down tbo ave- 
rt o In a disorderly column, yelling and 
repeating the cry, "Tho crime of '76 znuat 
not be repeated." 


As tbo column nonred the center of the 


business district It was Increased by Bry- 
anltes who left tho sidewalks to join the 
marchers and swelled the number to 2000. 
The police, however, kept carofnl watch 
and no violence was attempted. A riot 
WAS feared by the pollop and the reserves 
were ordered to be ready far duty. 


The paraders passed through the busi- 


ness section yelling and declaring that 
Bryan vras elected. They finally dispers- 
ed but the news of the affair caused gener- 
al uneasiness. 
It wua rumored that 


among the |oarch«rs were several onaroh- 
lits urging on the movement to Insist 
upon the seating of Bryan whether elect- 
ed or not. 


Tho trovblo was th» result of the bulle- 


tins sent out by the Democratic National 
uommitteo charging fraud on the part of 
the Republican*. Commltteeman Cam 
p*u declared that Michigan had been sto- 


len in tho Interests of McKinley. 


Republican managers denounce Chair- 


man Jones and his associates for what 
they call an attempt to cause trouble in 
tho foco of returns that leaves no doubt of 
McKlnley's election.

The currige, a vehicle familiar to the 


Itreet gamin of to-day, has a history 
which reaches way back into the mazes 
of antiquity. 11s first form was very 
primitive, and the products of the car- 
riage builders of the various ancient 
nations were in so far all alike that the 
box always rested directly on the axlea. 
Wagons are first spoken of in the Bibl» 
and many ancient traditions and docu- 
ments speak about war chariots and 
triumphal carriages used by the an- 
cients. 


The- first carriage used by private 


persons was introduced in Kome about 
850 yours after its foundation. It was 
called the "pilontum," and was granted 
by the senate to the Roman ladies who 
had sacrificed their jewels in the in- 
terest of the republic. 
The privilege 


Mas rarely used, however, and up to the 
time of Augustus, ihu Jtonum ladies 
employed a sort of Sedan chair exclu- 
sively on their travels and excursions. 
The wagon of the Ilomans was called 
the "Curpentum," nun! consisted of an 
arched IKJX resting1 on two wheels nnd 
drawn by one or two mules. The cor- 
pentum was often richly decorated. At 
i later period the patrician Komang 


fngham was Hi* Br«t one to drive a 
^-m-hand, and the «rl of Nortlmm- 
berlaud tried to ridicule the new luxury 
by putting eight horses before his car-' 
riagc. 


j The idea of renting out carriages and 
horaeis originated with a Frenchman ln) 
Paris, Nicholas Sauvage, in 1650, and 
| iince his house bore the name "Hotel 
St. Fiacre" these coaches were general- 
ly called "flaores." Sauvage soon found 
Imitators and improvers, and only afew 
years later four-in-handa could be 'hired 
idt excursions to the country palaces 
which the court occupied alternately.
